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Dog Canvas" 
roposed. 





At the Mar. 24 Huron Township 
Board meeting Treasurer Adkins 
informed the board that the animal con- 
trol officer wanted to canvas the town- 
ship for dog ownership to increase the 
amount of properly licensed dogs. 

The animal control officer has 
advised the Treasure that is was 12 


‘~.4/ | | years ago since the last canvas and that 
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one was a success. The Treasurer 


| requested the hiring of three part-time 


canvassers at $6.15 per hour. These 
workers will likely canvas the town- 
ship sometime during the months of 
May and June. 

Until that time, perhaps some citi- 
zens will take the time to properly 
license their dogs and avoid any future 
problems. 

In an unrelated item the Police Chief 
asked the board to accept a Department 
of Justice Grant and in return for the 
approval he would be able to promote 
two part-time officers to full time and 
hire two additional part time. The chief 
added that he hoped the township 
would be able someday to eliminate all 
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part-time officers and have all full-time 
officers. As a follow up to this, 
Treasurer Adkins said he had been 
looking into the budget and they may 
be able to continue to sustain additions 
to the police department even when the 
grant expires. 

In another matter, Gypsy Moth 
Coordinator Chuck Angel presented 


the bid specifications to the board. The 


proposal is essentially the same as last 
year except the amount of spraying was 
reduced to 1,000 acres instead of 1,500 
acres. As previously reported, Mr. 
Angel felt the participation would be 
less than last year but he still encour- 
aged all citizens, affected by the plight, 
to continue to participate in the spray- 
ing. 

The board approved the bid specifi- 
cations and also approved the individ- 
ual contract with mr. Angel. The terms 
of his contract is essentially the same 
last year. Chuck advised the board that 
he would send bids out to all of the 
qualified bidders, would open the bids 
on April 8, and submit the results of the 


board. 


In final matters, Treasurer Adkins 
advised the board the Recreation 
Commission was contemplating a pub- 
lic hearing in April to discuss what 
should be added to the proposed new 
Master Plan in terms of recreation. 


Trustee Adkins mentioned the sec- 
ond recycling tape was almost com- 
plete and would be aired on the town- 
ship’s public access station. The tape 
deals with the type of material that can 
be disposed of during the Township’s 
Spring Clean-Up Day. this tape is time- 
ly because the Spring clean-up will be 
scheduled soon. 


Trustee McKinney asked the board 
to begin reconsidering the review of 
our buildings in terms of compliance 
with the Americans with -Disability 
Act. He reminded the board they, at one 
time, were looking into the matter and 
then seemed to lose interest. After 
some discussion it was agreed the 
Buildings and Grounds Committee 
would take it on as a project. 


School Bond Issue Defeated _ 


The school bond vote that was held 
on Mar. 20 went down to defeat by a 
large margin of 927 “no” votes to 543 


“yes votes. 


The proposal failed in all but one 
precinct, The Huron Estates. There, the 
“ves” votes out-numbered the “no” 
votes 31 to 2. In the remaining 
precincts the margins were Miller 
School 158 to 320, Waltz 157 to 219, 
Senior High 149 to 325 and absentee 
48 to 61. 
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“Some of the veterans of millage 
elections noted the total count was 
1,470 which is the traditional vote 
count of 1,400 and has occurred sever- 
al times in the past and always spells 
defeat for the proposal. 

During the time Zhe Weekly fol- 
lowed the proposal, the citizens that 
spoke to us suggested the proposal was 
too comprehensive or costly. They sug- 
gested the proposal be pared down to 
perhaps repair or renovation issues and 


this might survive a vote by. the citi- 
zens. 

Regardless of the diverse opinions 
offered, the Huron Board of Education 
will likely begin discussing alternatives 
and may approach the community with 
a different proposal at the regular June 
School Board Elections. 

The Weekly will follow this issue and 
will continue to report on the board’s 
efforts to improve the physical plants in 
the district.
